Will \\ ashing ton he obliged, after all the agitation 
throughout the nation for a repeal <»f the “ Daylight Saving 
L a w ” and a final repeal by Congress over the president’s 
veto, return to the 
order of time— summer 
and 
win 
ter schedule— rejected as not worth while by the national 
legislative body? 
It looks it now. 
Columbus, Cincinnati and other large oil ii* ^ 
oi 
tin- 
state, as well as m any of our smaller neighbor municipali 
ties have, by ordinance declared their intention to move 
the hands of the clock hack one hour during the 
ummcr 
season, thus giving an hour mote of daylight In the clock. 
W hile we have always favored the daylight saving 
law, yet a return to the old regime would not he so im­ 
portant if there was uniformity in tinn* among tin* cities 
of the land. 
W ith all of our neighbor cities, ot the groat majority 
of them on the old daylight saving schedule, it now seems 
that this city, if we would avoid costly and annoying c o n ­ 
fusion, will he obliged to go hack by ordinance of council 
to the daylight saving schedule regardless of the national 
law. 
lf Congress in repealing the daylight saving law had 
made it illegal for municipalities to legislate a different 
time from the one decreed by tin* national laws, there 
would have been no confusion and we could have all gone 
along with a uniform time. 
Now we seem to he right hack where we started from 
only instead of a uniform change by congressional decree 
as was the case formerly, we must now d<* the same thing 
by city ordinance. 
It looks now as if there was nothing for \ \ ashington 
to do blit to get in line w itll an ordinance.

Mr. 
Noonan says: 
“ W e cannot force the 
contractors 
to 
pay us more 
money than they can get out of their contracts. 
The em­ 
ployer cannot force us to work for less than we can live on. 
The public cannot afford to pay exorbitant prices for work 
done. 
“Tilting wages on the one hand results in tilting prices 
on the other, and the mass of people cannot stand this for­ 
ever. 
Capital everywhere is studiously considering ways 
and means to intensify production of goods and materials 
as the only solution. 
W e in turn must consider ways and 
means to intensify our production by doing more work in 
the same time than we have been doing. 
“Cone is tin* day when we could think that ii was 
simply a case of getting all they could for the least they 
had to pay. 
It has now come to a condition where both 
capital and labor are vitally concerned in the economic 
disaster which is sure to overtake our country should con-
